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HIS HAT IS IN THE RING 
RIEND W. RICHARDSON, State Treasurer, has 
i made formal announcement of his candidacy 
for governor of California, and prefaces his 
entry with a vigorous indictment of the Step- 
hens administration and the Republican state machine. 
Mr. Richardson gives figures to prove that Califor- 
nia has the most extravagant state government in 
California, and that in the five years of the Stephens 
regime the cost has been almost trebled. Mr. Richard-

TEACHERS GOING BACK TO JOBS 
HE Bureau of Education at Washington reports 
T that teachers who had quit their profession for 
jobs that paid better during the war boom are 
flocking back in large numbers, and that the 
shortage of teachers that was lately so menacing is 
dwindling to the vanishing point. 

That’s good to hear on all accounts. It is good be- 
cause it is bad to think of schools going short of 
teachers. It is good because the place for a teacher 
is in school and not in a factory or office. It is 
especially good because one reason for it is that the 
country is paying its teachers much better than it 
did. 

While teachers’ salaries went up, as many other 
salaries and wages did, as a means of helping people 
meet the war-built high cost of living, we should seek 
to prevent this particular branch of compensation 
from going back. 

War wages couldn’t last, of course, and nobody 
seriously expected them to last. But the pay of 
teachers is on a different basis. Before the war boom 
we paid our teachers, on the average, very miserably ; 
in some places better than others, but in no place 
enough. The gain in teachers’ pay brought about by 
the war ought to‘ be made permanent, with the 
promise of better still for those who deserve more.

FINANCIAL CONDITIONS HERE 

HILE practically all the rest of the civilized 
world is complaining of financial depression, 
Southern California goes merrily on enjoying 
conservative prosperity. tI is true that times 
here are not as good as when the war was in pro- 
gress, but there are many things that indicate condi- 
tions here to be better than normal. For instances, 
take the bank clearings from day to day and note 
how they compare with those of corresponding dates 
of previous years.

Prosperity is the direct result of business optimism. 
That is one reason for the encouraging situation here 
at the present time. Ios Angeles is one city in which 
conservative investments have not been frightened 
away by the ‘‘hard times’’ scarecrow. There is a feel- 
ing that the future of business here cannot help being 
good, and that feeling is inspiring enterprise, 

Another thing that is putting vitality into business 
in Los Angeles and other Southern California cities is

that no worthy enterprise need go without financial 
backing here, provided it is managed by the right 
kind of men. 

Among the other things that conspire to keep pros- 
perity here is the general recognition of open shop 
principles. A contractor need not fear that his work 
will be tied up indefinitely by an arbitrary union labor 
strike, for skilled men in all lines of work can usually 
be found here in sufficient numbers to prevent a com- 
plete shut-down of any construction job. 

Home-building in Los Angeles remains active, but 
it should be given even more impetus, for everything 
indicates an unusual demand for houses here next 
winter. It is not good for the future of this city to 
have winter visitors forced to go elsewhere because 
houses here are not available. Los Angeles is increas- 
ing in population now at a faster rate than ever be- 
fore; provision must be made for the stream of new- 
comers. 

The fact that Southern California continues to en- 
Joy prosperity in the face of conditions elsewhere will 
naturally tend to attract capital for industrial pur- 
poses. Thus the financial depression of the country 
at large is the ‘‘ill wind’’ that brings good to the 
potential resources of this favored section.—Los An- 
geles Saturday Night.

Yet it is 
notorious that the papers which earry most of this 
sensational news are wmong the most prosperous of 
all the newspaper properties, 

San Francisco has an organization of a hundred 
business men which is pointing out to the great 
papers of that great city the desires of the public 
for cleaner news. When one stops to think of it; 
the fact that in San Francisco businessmen have tak- 
en the lead ‘in such a crusade is rather remarkable. 
Generally this leadership falls upon the ministers 
and other religionists. Not often does an organiza- 
tion of businessmen only undertake such a campaign. 
But it is the businessmen who ean put the punch 
into their demands upon the newspapers. 

The Facts has several times voiced its desires to 
the news associations which sends this paper its tele- 
graphic news that news of crime and criminals be 
dealt with as briefly as possible.

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COLLEGES FOR SILK SHIRTS 
OT all the war wages went for silk shirts, 
thinks the Detroit Free Press, else there would 
not be the crowding into college that this 
autumn is witnessing. Something must have 
been held back from the swollen wages of that time 
to pay for the expensive education of to-day, especial- 
ly now that unemployment has become so wide-spread. 
The two conditions appear irreconcilable and news- 
papers are trying to fathom the mystery. ‘‘Usually 
a business depression results in small entering 
classes,’ points out the Decatur Herald. But at some 
institutions the doors have to be closed before all 
the applicants are enrolled. The situation would 
seem to afford ample material for answer to the 
questions raised by a play current in New York which 
sets out to exhibit the worthlessness of the modern 
system of college education. One of the characters 
in ‘“‘The Man in the Making’’ says there’s a great 
difference between going to college and being sent 
there. As he was sent without the proper preliminary 
training, he fell among .the wasters and brought 
chagrin to his father and disasters to himself. The 
play’s message may have plenty of confirmation if 
some of the comment on the present situation realizes 
itself in results. The Decatur daily for example, ob- 
serves: 

“Why this rush to the campuses at a time when 
incomes are supposed to be reduced and household 
economies are essential ? 

“One reason may be found in the general lack of 
Jobs at high wages rather common two and three 
years ago, which enabled a youngster just out of high 
school to gratify his whim for shirts of vari-colored 
shades and fine texture, and to dress in clothes pos- 
sessing that dash and swagger popularly supposed to 
characterize the habiliments of college men. Why go 
to college if you ean draw down the mazuma in an 
office and still dress like a collegian ? 

“Not many youngsters are being kidnapped for 
high-paying positions these days. In fact a good 
many of these same young men have found to their 
sorrow how slender is the hold on the ladder of sue- 
cess when a man enters life work with his education 
still incomplete. Years like 1918, 1919 and 1920 seem 
to refute the old fogy notion that the grinding 
drudgery of hard work is essential for suecess, but the 
last year has rather tended to prove that the man 
Without special training is under a heavy handieap. 
So young men are returning to school.
